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PREFACE 

"In the making of many books there is no end" was writ- 
ten many centuries ago and undoubtedly is as true today as 
it was in the time when it came fresh from the mind of its 
author. 

There are two and only two reasons for this Toluma. 
One, that the work of a new and somewhat unique project in 
the Quartermaster Ck)rps of the Army might not pass unre- 
corded; and, secondly, that the fine-spirited patriotism of a 
group of rather mature men gathered at Washington from 
thirty-eight States of the Union might have a little more notice 
than merely that which might be gained from their formal 
records in the archives of the War Department there "deeply 
buried from human eyes." 

The greater part of the plan and the working up of the 
material collected has been solely in the editor's hands. For 
errors remaining after several revisions of material and com- 
parisons of the printed page with original information, he offers 
apologies. For omissions of important details due to imperfect 
and scanty data furnished by members of the Course only pro- 
found regret is expressed. 

If the book meets with favor at your hands think of the 
men whose generous contributions have paid the cost of its 
preparation and printing. Think of the men who came to 
Camp Meigs and passed through the work of the Introductory 
Survey Course that they might better serve their country and 
the cause of civilization. Think of the four of our number who 
gave their lives during the months the Course was in existence 
and of the three others who died during the three months im- 
mediately following the Armistice. Think of all these and 
then thank God you had an opportunity to do your part in 
the Great War. 

Two regrets overshadow all others in the editor's mind. 
First, that limitation of pocket-book made it impossible for 
him to collect this material; work it into as good shape as he 
knew how; have it printed and distribute a copy gratis to each 
of his fellow-workers at Camp Meigs. Second, that such a per- 
cent of our men have either neglected the furnishing of data 
entirely or have given the matter so little attention that much 
is lacking which would be of interest to most of us. 

It has been a labor of love to go over the records furnished 
and to detect back of the written word so much of fineness and 
loyalty, and devotion and idealism. The writer of these lines 
counts it the great adventure of his life to have worn the uni- 
form of his country and the greatest experience of his life to 
have been associated with you in the work of the Introductory 
Survey Course.

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EDWIN J. ADAMS, Captain, Q. M. Corps, Fort Pierce, 
Florida. Mr. Adams entered the I. S. C, October 1st, and re- 
mained to the 8 th, when overseas orders arrived. His com- 
mission as First Lieutenant came through the third day in the 
work. Arrived in Liverpool November 2nd. Was mess officer 
at Knotty Ash Camp anil Transportation Officer at Liverpool 
until the disbanding of Base Sector 3. Was transferred to Brest 
France, and made Mess Inspector for that Immediate region 
with all its tremendous activity. Made Captain April 20, 1919. 
Detailed to accompany the "Congress Special" train from Brest 
to all points in the old Zone of . the Advance and throughout 
the war area occupied by the German army. Was relieved and 
returned home October 18, 1919. Reported at Camp Dix and 
was discharged at Camp Gordon, Atlanta, November 11th. Cap- 
tain Adams was one of the best trained men in the Course -for his 
assignment. He had been a hotel man for years and knew 
what a restaurant or mess was about. He received his com- 
mission late in the afternoon, appeared in uniform the follow- 
ing morning, received overseas orders at ten o'clock, and started 
at noon, which establishes a speed record. 



S. CLARENCE ADAMS, First Lieutenant Q. M. Corps, Sam- 
uel Adams Realty Development Company, 489 Fifth Avenue, New 
York City, entered service as a civilian early in October, 1918. 
I. S. C, October 16th to 30th. Assigned to certain general duties 
in the Office Service Branch, Requirements Division, for about 
two weeks and relieved. Commission came through late in De- 
cember and was honorably discharged. 



ALBERT AGANS, Second Lieutenant, Q. M. Corps, I. S. C, 
August 7 th, had been secured from Camp Joseph E. Johnston 
for work in the Finance and Accounts Division and, because 
of his recent work in this Camp, was released from his assign- 
ment to the I. S. C. 



MR. G. W. ALCOTT, One Broadway, New York City, with 
a commission as First Lieutenant, Q. M. Corps, pending, was 
in the work of the L S. C, October 24th to November 7th. He 
was thoroughly experienced in the handling and distribution 
of coal and was assigned to work in the Fuel and Forage Di- 
vision. Nothing further is known. 
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CARL W. ALLISON» First Lieutenant, Q. M. Corps, enlisted 
at Duluth, Minnesota, May lOth, 1917. Commissioned Second 
Lieutenant, Fort Snelling, August 16th, 1917. Promoted First 
Lieutenant, Kansas City, August 1918. Assistant 

to Mustering Officer at Camp Dodge. Completed Q. M. School at 
Camp Johnston. Buyer and inspector of subsistance supplies in 
Canada. I. 8. C, July 6th to 16th. Assistant to Depot Quarter- 
master, Kansas City. Overseas September, 1918. Depot vork 
at Qreves and Chateau du Loire. After armistice in charge of 
main sales commissory on dock at Brest. Nayal Base Hospital 
for effects of influenza attack. Completed A. E. F. school course 
in Education, King's College, University of London, July 
1919. Discharged August 26, 1919, at Camp Grant. Principal 
Jersey Township High School, 206 North State Street, Jersey- 
Tille, Illinois. 



WILLIAM DE LA ROCHE ANDERSON, CapUin, Q. M. 
Corps, R. A., 1613 Riggs Place N. W., Washington, entered the 
service as a civilian with commission as Second Lieutenant 
pending. I. S. C, November 7th to 2l8t. Assigned to duty 
under the Director of Finance and given charge of the Army 
Budget. From July 1919 to January 1920 served as clerk of 
the Military Affairs Committee of the House of Representatives. 
The next five months spent as financial- executive to General

He ranked high in the "170" class by the 
Army Tests. No information is available regarding his work 
after November 22nd. 



MR. C. H. ARBNT, 340 Madison Avenue, New York City 
or Yonkers, New York, was in the work of the Course from 
October 7 th to 21st. He was well versed in Cost work and 
also along managerial lines. His assignment was to the famous 
Requirements Division. Additional information is lacking 
regarding Mr. Arent's career in the service. 



HORACE W. ARMSTRONG, Captain, Q. M. Corps, Reid, 
Murdoch & Company, Chicago. I. S. C, July 23 rd to August 
6th. Was commissioned at Washington August 10, 1918, for 
special work in charge of purchasing subsistance supiplies not 
allocated through the Food Administration for use of the army 
at home and abroad. Was peculiarly adapted for this work 
through his thirteen years connection with Reid, Mudoch & Com- 
pany, Wholesale Grocers. Discharged February 1, 1919. Helped 
the work of the Course by securing much material from the Food 
Administration. 



NELSON L ASIEL, First Lieutenant, Q. M. Corps, 62 Broad- 
way, New York City, was commissioned at Washington, August 
31, 1918. for work in the Central Disbursing Division of the 
Office of the Director of Finance. I. S. C, September 4 th to 18 th. 
Returned to his assignment where he remained until January 
19, 1919. Broker at the address given. 



WILLIAM F. BANCROFT, Captain, Q M. Corps, 3141 Mt. 
Pleasant Street, N. W., Washington, was engaged in game con- 
servation work with the Government and commissioned 
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August 19, 1918, for work in the Department of Finance. I. S. 

Became Executive Officer to 
Major R. G. Jenks, Personnel Officer in the Office of the Direct- 
or of Finance. Discharged September 2, 1919, and returned to 
work in the Biological Surrey having charge of the adminis- 
tration of the laws on fur bearing animals in Alaska.

One of the faithful three who were in 
at the death of the "Course" and dropped a silent tear over its 
grave. With a wife and four children in his family it took some 
devotion to his country's welfare for Lieutenant Barrus to under- 
take this work. Now professor in Agricultural Extension at 
Cornell University. 



Charles EARLB BARTLET, Major, Q. M. corps, R. A., 
So 61- Drezel Boulevard, Chicago, entered service as a civilian 
September 15, 1918. I. S. C, September 16th to 30th. Commis- 
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sioned Captain, October 15th. Assigned to Domestic Distribution 
for work in General Inspection of Supply Control. Was tem- 
porarily loaned to the Inventory Branch of the office of the Di- 
rector of Storage and sefred as instructor in this work at At- 
lanta. Also in the General Consolidation of the inventory at 
Washington. Transferred to Finance and served in Paris and 
London. Returned to this country and was discharged at Camp 
Grant, September 5, 1919, with rank of Major in the Reserve 
Army. Lawyer at 1253 Conway Building. President of Anglo- 
American Copper Iftining Company. Vice Commander of the 
Military Order of the World War. One of our conservative, 
conscientious men who "Did his mite with all his might."

Received commission while 
in the work of the Course. One of the men who made better 
than "175" in the Army Testa. After a short time in Washing- 
ton transferred to Camp Wadsworth, South Carolina, as Loan 
Officer to the Depot Quartermaster. Information is lacking as to 
suhsequent work in the service. 



ROSCOE b; BEAL, First Lieutenant, Q. BL Corps, Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, was commissioned at Washington, October 26, 
1918, for work in the the Personnel Division, Office of Di- 
rector of Finance. L S. C, October 31st to November 9th. Re- 
turned to his assignment before completion of the work be- 
cause of pressure of business incident to the armistice. Worked 
under Major Royal G. Jenks in charge of Administration until 
honorably discharged, December 16th. Returned to his work 
as Assistant Secretary, Nashville Chamber of Commerce. 



CHARLES WALT BEAVER, Second Lieutenant, Q. M. 
Corps^ late of Academia, Pennsylvania, died of a nervous break- 
down at Walter Reed Hospital, January 7, 1919. Lieutenant 
Beaver enlisted at JefTerson Barracks, St. Louis, Missouri, De- 
cember 13, 1917. He was assigned later to Cami« Custer, 
Meigs and Johnston at the last of which he passed through the 
Officer's Training Course and received his commission. I. S. C. 
September 13th, to 27th. Assigned to Operating Division, Of- 
fice of the Director of Purchase & Storage.

One of the men whom to 
know was a pleasure and who made many helpful suggestions 
relative to the work of the course.

Ordered to Hoboken and got aboard the Finland, the Empress 
of Asia and the Mauretania, all within one week, only to have 
orders countermanded. Finally transferred to Embarkation Ser- 
vice and made assistant to the Assistant Executive Officer of the 
Port of Hoboken. Remained at Pier 4 until discharged, Decem- 
ber 6th.

For this service and 
other meritorious acts Captain Daniel was given a Majority in 
May, 1919 at a time when promotions were few and very far 
between. Discharged July 1919 and is National Bank Examiner 
with offices as noted. One of the highest class tobh in the 
Course. 



C. S. DASHIELL, Captain, Q. M. Corps, probably of Wash- 
ington, was commissioned June 22, 1918, for work in the Con- 
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tracts and Purchase unit of Hardware and Metals. I. S. C, 
July 24th to August 7th. Had extensive experience in mer- 
chantile lines and the practice of law.

Corps, 581 West Street, Annapolis, Maryland. Mustered into 
the Federal Service at Baltimore, June 12, 1917. Made Sergeant 
Q. M. Corps, June 23, 1917. Commissioned at Camp Joseph E. 
Johnston, September 7, 1918. I. S. C, September 13th to 27th. 
Up to October 1, 1917, served with the Maryland Disbursing 
Officer at Baltimore. From that date to July 22nd the fol- 
lowing year was in Finance Branch, Quartermaster's. Office, 
Camp McClellan, Alabama. After I. S. C. work assigned 
to be assistant to the Chief, Office Service Branch, Administra- 
tive Division, Office of Director of Finance. Developed a print- 
ing shop here to furnish stationery to this Department. Was 
made Chief of this Branch June 17, 1919, and discharged August 
28th. Now salesman with the Henry B. Meyers Company, 45 
West Street, Annapolis.

Was commissioned at Washington, 
October 1, 1918. L S. C, October 29th to November 12th. 
Through his long experience in organizing and handling finan- 
cial matters Lieutenant DeClercq was slated for systematizing 
work in the Depot & Storage Branch of the Operating Division 
but the armistice so interfered with the carrying out of these 
plans that he was discharged November 12 th, one day after 
hostilities closed. Now retired from the operating of his chain 
of banks in that region of Montana. 
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MR. A. A. DEMPSTER, late of 213 Sixth Avenue, Pitts- 
burgh, was in the work of the Course October 25 th to Novem- 
ber 8th preparing for work in the Operations Division of the 
Office of the Director of Storage.

For six months was in charge of 
the Camp & Kitchen Equipment Branch of Domestic Distribution 
and then was made Executive Officer of the Zone Storage Office, 
New York City. Discharged October 30, 1919, and returned to 
his work with Disbecker & Company, Manufacturers and Distrib- 
uters of Electrical Appliances, 57 West 35th Street, New York 
City.

Worked in his assign- 
ment until December 31st. Discharged and returned home to 
become Credit Manager for the Gates Rubber Company of Den- 
ver. A gentleman and a hard worker.

In October as- 
signed to Fort Sam Houston as Assistant to Depot Quartermaster 
and later Superintendent of the Shops and Assistant Salvage 
Officer. In May, 1919, transferred to Washington and detailed 
to assist General Frank Hines, Chief of Transportation, General 
Staff.

Transferred to Inland Trafllc 
Service, January 21, 1919, and given charge of that work at 
Boston. Transferred to be Military Assistant to the Assistant 
Chief of Inland Traffic at Chicago, March 16.

On the latter date was sent to Walter Reed Hospital 
with the Influenza where he remained with this disease and its 
boon companions, pneumonia and empymea, until his discharge.

Lane, New York City. Captain Mack feels that his work was 
"so short and insignificant" that he prefers to be omitted from 
our roster.

He was supposed to go into 
the Finance Work but doubtless hardly had a start before the 
armistice came.

Commissioned September 6th 
and ordered to Washington. I. S. C, September 12th to 26th.

27, 1919. Discharged at Washington, October 31, 1919. At 
first Chief of Woolen Section, Production & Inspection Branch, 
Clothing & Equipage Division. Duty to keep after contractors 
manufacturing WYX>lens for the Army. Early In December was 
loaned to help organize the Clothing & Equipage Branch, Sur- 
plus Property Division, and in January was transferred to be 
assistant chief of this Branch. In August 1919 was made Chief 
of Stock Records & Statistics Branch, one of the four units 
into which fifteen branches had been consolidated.

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EDWARD L. PARR, First Lieutenant, Q. M. Corps, 230 
Riverside Drive, New York City, an experienced Trafllc Man 
with the American Sugar Refining Company, was commission- 
ed October 30, 1918, for work in Domestic Distribution. I. S. 
C, November 9th to 23rd. Discharged November 25th. Lieu- 
tenant Parr had had military experience in his earlier life and 
would have made a valuable man in his assignment. Now 
General Agent for the Erie Railroad in Brooklyn. 



GEORGE QUINCY PETERS, Major, Q. M. Corps, Wilklns 
Building, Washington, D. C. Entered service with Mr. Malcom 
Donald, Chief of the Clothing & Equipage Division, O. Q. M. G., 
June 22, 1918. L S. C, July 22nd to August 6th. Com- 
missioned a Captain, August 30th. Assigned as Assistant Chief, 
Research & Specifications Branch of the Clothing & Equipage 
Division. In December was made Chief of the Branch and 
closed its work. During December and January appeared be- 
fore the Military Committee of Congress, The General Staff and 
the War Department Bureau Chiefs, on specifications and 
costs of equipage. January 19, 1919, was transferred to Mili- 
tary Intelligence Division, (M. I. 13), General Staff, as Ex- 
ecutive Officer.

Was one of the strong men of the Course and with 
his knowledge of Banking and securities was of much use and 
would have become invaluable. In the "175" class of the 
"Tests." 



WILLIAM L. ZIMMER, JR., Captain, Q. M. Corps, Peters- 
burg, Virginia, was commissioned September 12, 1918, for work 
in the Supply Control Division. Assigned to Requirements 
after, I. S. C, September 23rd to October 6th, and remained 
therein until discharged December 31, 1918. Secretary-Treas- 
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urer Maclin-Zimxner-McGiU Tobacco Company. One of the 
mighty fine men of his time. He demonstrated what a real 
member of the F. F. V.'s might be.

Captain Smith was 
one of our real men. He was always on the job and had a 
heart of service. It Is recalled that he did not approve of 
certain rules governing the crossing of the "Oval" but that 
was a virtue, not a fault. Many pleasant memories cluster 
about Smith during my associations with him. 



Descriptive and

Jjp'IFE is a journey, not a home; a road, not 

TUr a city of habitation; and the enjoyments 
and blessings we have are but little inns 
on the roadside of life, where we may be re- 
freshed for a moment, that we may with new 
strength press on to the end. 
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The writer has no definite and tangible data on just how 
this unit of training in the Quartermaster Corps came into 
being. Neither has he any more definite idea why he was 
made its Supervisor. On the 27 th of June of nineteen eight- 
een at about two thirty o'clock our Chief of the at-that-time 
"Methods Control Division," Mr. George E. Frazer, asked if 
the writer's duties would permit of a bit of an automobile ride 
out into the suburbs of Washington. They would. During 
this drive the matter of a training unit for officers and civil- 
ians of better than a certain grade of salary newly inducted in- 
to the work of the Office of the Quartermaster General of the 
Army was outlined by Mr. Frazer and some of the subjects of 
value for such a course of training preliminary to these men 
taking up the actual work in the several Divisions were men- 
tioned. The main point stressed, was relative to what name 
might well be given a training unit of this general scope and 
the second point, upon which there was not the slightest dif- 
ference of opinion, was that it better be kept as far as ];>os- 
sible from a conventional "school" both in name and character 
of work. It is recalled that our opinions coincided perfectly 
in the need of some such training. 

Mr. Frazer had seen much of the lost motion in officers 
new to the uniform In the work of the office of a military 
organization. How they fioundered and blundered and 
often failed and sank in the swift current of the p^rocedure 
necessary to keep supplies coming and going as they must to 
make our domestic and overseas military program possible. 
The writer had just passed thru thirty five days of the most 
discouraging experience of his life and knew from bitter, un- 
holy and profane experience that some such training would 
have been to him as the "Shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land." The hour's automobile trip closed and the writer 
agreed to submit to his Chief by the following morning one 
or two names which might in his opinion be suitable for the 
designation of this work. This was done and no further 

work done on the matter, altho at this time the writer had 
in mind to request an opportunity to work in this unit if it 
was established. The date was Thursday, June 27th. On 
Saturday, June 29th, the following "Office Order" marked 
"Official, G. E. Frazer" and "To be issued July 1" was on my 
desk at seven-thirty in the morning.

1. There is established within the Organization 
Branch of the Methods Control Division, an Intro- 
ductory Course for the purpose of acquainting new ap- 
];>ointees and new commissioned officers with the 
general organization of the War Department, of the 
Quartermaster Corps, and of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces. 

2. Eftectiye July 1, 1918, all Officers, and all 
Civil Service appointees, receiving a salary in excess 
of $2,000.00 per year, reporting for duty to the Office 
of the Quartermaster General will be assigned to Camp 
Meigs for the purpose of the Introductory Survey 
Course, for a period of two weeks from the date of re- 
porting, excepting that the Chief of a Division may 
postpone such assignment to Camp Meigs, in the case 
of any given individual during a period not to ex- 
ceed three months. The Chiefs of Divisions are also 
requested to assign to duty in the Introductory Sur- 
vey Course at Camp Meigs, for a period of two weeks, 
such officers and Civil Service appjointees now on duty 
in their divisions, as in their judgment should receive 
the benefits of this course. The Chiefs of Divisions 
will communicate directly on this subject with the 
Supervisor of the Introductory Survey Course. 

3. The Introductory Survey Course will consist 
of individual study and laboratory practice covering 
the following subjects: 

(a) The organization of the General Stalf. 

(b) The organization of the Office of the 
Quartermaster General. 

(c) The organization of the American Expe- 
ditionary Forces. 

(d) Quartermaster Zones of OperatV>ns. 

(e) Quartermaster Zones of Distribution. 

(f) Systems established by the Directors of Pur- 
chases and Supplies on contracting, priorities, 
clearances, central purchasing, procedure, and 
and purchase records. 

(g) Specifications of the Quartermaster Corps for 
boxing, baling, and crating; specifications as 
to marking packages for overseas shipments. 

4. Captain L. O. Atherton is designated as the 
Supervisor of the Introductory Survey Course. He 
will report to Mr. George £1 Frazer, Chief of the Meth- 
ods Control Division.

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The writer was reading the first part this Order carefully 
and had not reached paragraph four when his desk neighbor. 
Dr. John Fairlle, came in and offered congratulations and con- 
dolences. Thus was he introduced to one of the most stren- 
ous but at the same time most delightful and valuable five 
month's work of his whole life. 

A slight stay in execution of this Order was gained so 
that the work might open July fifth in place of July first and 
a mighty busy week was put in scouring Washington for ma- 
terial to put into the hands of the men enrolling for this 
Course and more particularly for the lecture to introduce each 
of the ten subjects decided upon as of greatest value to the 
these newly indutsted men. 

It is interesting to note that these ten subjects were not 
changed throuout the time the Course was in operation. They 
seemed to do as much for the men as might reasonably be ex- 
pected in the limited time at our disposal and under the work- 
ing conditions at Camp Meigs. The work was not fitted 
to the needs of all the men who came but it did seem to fit 
in a way to satisfy those preparing for work in the major 
Divisions. 

In passing, a tribute is due the Commanding Ofiicer of 
Camp Meigs, Colonel Daniel H. Gienty, for the hearty and 
intelligent cooperation with which he adopted this addition 
to his Training Division, made room for it when room was none 
too plenty and gave freely of his advice in matters pertaining 
to military procedure and of the services of several of his 
officers for purposes of instruction and drill. The writet al- 
ways felt toward Colonel Gienty as an expert friend and ad- 
viser rather than as a commanding officer and believes that 
almost every one of the over four hundred men who came thru 
the Course had a similar feeling. Colonel Gienty had a mar- 
vel of a camp in discipline and military procedure and at the 
same time held the respect, admiration and affection of those 
privileged to serve under him. 

The Introductory Survey Course aimed to do just what 
its name would Indicate, to "introduce" the individual to his 
work. It did not aim to tell him what to do in a detailed 
manner but it did its best to instill into him the desire to do 
something and do It one hundred percent right. It .could not 
make brains but it could attempt to direct the action of such 
brains as the men possessed. It was a pleasure to be associat- 
ed with men who so keenly desired to gain an insight into 
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what was expected of them. A dumb man might have been 
eloquent before such audiences and a fool might have been in- 
spired by the response made to suggestions. The men were 
not keen on the military drill but there never was much 
welching over it. In the writer's limited military experience 
he has never met many soldiers who were enthusiastic over the 
hack work of the drill ground. In this the men of the In- 
troductory Survey Course were not different from other men 
of the Army. They knew it was good for them and they did 
it with Just as good grace as was possible under the circum- 
stances. The daily lectures on "Military Etiquette and Pro- 
cedure*' by Lieutenants Harding, Levy, Harden, Carpenter and 
others were listened to with much attention and keen interest. 
Here was something that these men, new in the uniform and 
extremely keen on doing Just the right thing in the right 
place, could appreciate and utilize. There were few dull faces 
during these lectures. 

Our lecture room accomodations were not first class the 
first eight weeks of the period of the Course and the plan was 
adopted of each man picking out a chair and proceeding up 
into the grove where, under some magnificant oaks, the set 
lectures of the Course were delivered. The Supervisor will 
never forget the circle of from twenty to fifty men as they 
listened to what they might do to be saved. There was a in- 
formality and good comradship about it that was very fine 
indeed, altho it might have been as one straight-laced young 
Lieutenant put it, "damnably unmilitary." With the sun- 
light filtering thru the overhang^ing foliage; with aeroplanes 
sounding overhead; with the camp activities going on all about 
us and within very plain sight it might have been a prob- 
lem to hold the attention of the men. The writer does 
not recall, however, that there was anything to be desired in 
this way but he does recall how extremely good the pipe tasted 
when the little intermission came after an hour's presentation 
of a subject. We did not smoke during the lectures but we 
did at almost any other time. Men came and went. The 
cycles of the Course increased in number. Many suggestions 
were made to alter, increase, augment and change the work 
but those in charge held with the Supervisor that we had 
laid down a certain definite work which we were doing fairly 
well and that to upheave and reorganize and start out in an- 
other direction, while it might have been of benefit, was too 
dangerous to try out. We were investigated once or twice. A 
representative from the "Office of the Secretary of War" spent 
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the day with us at one time and proved to be a mighty good 
sort of a chap and a keen admirer of our brand of pipe to- 
bacco 80 that the incident, while pregnant with possibilities, 
passed without any adverse happenings. Colonel Edward Clif- 
ford called on us twice. General Lord gave us the once over 
on one occasion and General Wood s];>oke to the men of the 
course on a day late in its career. We were rather far from 
the Munitions Building, which was not an entire disadvantage. 
At no time did we court publicity neither did we fear to have 
our superiors or their friends look in upon us. 

If the war had continued there is not a doubt that the 
Introductory Survey Course would have grown so in populari- 
ty that its numbers would have doubled or trebled. It is also 
highly probable that other units of the Army would have in- 
troduced courses of a similar nature. The writer cannot help 
thinking as he reads "A Journal of the Great War" by Briga- 
dier General Charles G. Dawes how much some organized 
training work would have assisted him in this wonderful work 
as the purchasing agent of the A. E. F. If he had had some 
one man to whom a great part of his work was familiar and 
then let this one man have his newly detailed officers for pri- 
vate instruction a short time I am sure some of his troubles 
that he tells of in this wonderfully interesting book would 
have been lessened. The trouble yt&b, overseas and here as 
well, that those in authority were in such a hurry for results 
that any short training course was considered as out of the 
question. In the earlier weeks of the Course man after man 
was recalled because of the "press of business/' the one in 
authority overlooking the fact that a man with even a little 
training in what he is going to attempt is worth about two 
men with no knowledge at all of their piM)posed work. 

It may be worth while to add a few "Statistics" for the 
benefit of those dear souls who live and move and have their 
being in the realm of figures. 

During the twenty-one weeks the C-ourse ran 411 men en- 
rolled. 349 remained thru the fourteen days prescribed for 
the work. The others spent a shorter time, usually because 
Of the press of work which seemed to make their recall im- 
perative. A few of the Camp Joseph E. Johnston trained 
men coming directly to Washington were relieved from the 
work of the Course and returned immediately to their as- 
signments. It makes the average days spent by the 411 men 
almost an even 12, or a total of 6218 days work in special 
preparation for the work to be done. 
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The Introductory Survey Course differed from some at 
least of the other training units of the Army in that every 
possible effort was made to keep it away from the "school no- 
tion." It was the wish of those in authority that the Course 
be developed as far away from conventional school standards as 
possible and this idea was kept constantly before those in 
charge. The lecture and the library methods were used, but, 
aside from that the Introductory Survey Course was not a 
school and no small part of its measure of success may have 
arisen from its nonconformation to conventional school methods. 
And it was not because those in charge were unfamiliar with 
schools and school ways, but, rather it was because the Super- 
visor and both of his associates knew that conventional school 
methods would likely wreck the project and so avoided them. 

Looking back with the prospective gained by the three 
years intervening, it is plainly seen how the work of the 
Course might have been improved, but, at that time the best 
council obtainable laid down the course to be steered. More 
lectures would have improved matters had there been a Robert 
J. Thorne or a Major Church to deliver them, but, the type of 
men in the Course made masters of the several subjects to be 
presented imperative. Those masters not being available, 
few outside lectures were attempted. Again, more of a sta- 
tistical nature should have been attempted, but, the current of 
events was moving so swiftly and up-to-date statistics were 
obtainable only with much difficulty, and they were largely 
unless down to within relatively a few hours. 

It undoubtedly would have added to the merit of the work, 
had all the men taking it lived in quarters. This 
would have given much more intimate association of those in 
the Course and the acquaintances formed would have been 
much more valuable than they proved to be. It has always 
seemed to the writer that one of the greatest points of value 
to the Course was the connections the men made duting the 
twelve working days covered. Each man came to know 
more or less intimately from half a dozen to half a hundred 
men. Later on in his work he found those same men in Sec- 
tions, Branches and Divisions with whom he wished to do busi- 
ness and the personal touch added much to the ease with which 
the work was accomplished and subtracted much from the 
time otherwise necessary. 

It is doubtful if more time would have added materially 
to the value of the work attempted. If the necessity for men

had continued, the work of the Course would have been better 
organized and better co-ordinated, but, not increased. More 
probably it would have been decreased and more intensive 
study of specific problems attempted. 

One fertile field of endeavor was all but neglected entire- 
ly. The Course never availed itself of the material to be 
studied in methods used in warehousing among the depots in 
Washington. For a portion of our men much valuable ma- 
terial might have been secured from this source. 

And, lastly almost no use was made of the intensive con- 
ference method where a man from Domestic Distribution or 
Overseas Distribution or Subsistence or any other unit of the 
field covered, would meet with the raw material in the Course 
to be assigned to that special field. Again, in this case, men 
were not available to do the instructing, who would make the 
instruction worth while, and the value of the method had not 
been sold to those in authority. 

We learned in the late war how simple it is to take in- 
telligent and highly intellectual men; give them a short period 
of intensive training upon specific things and accomplish won- 
ders. It was contrary to our educational belief and policy, but 
it worked out very well for all of that, and the leaders in 
school and college and university will do well to study care- 
fully some of the work of the Officer's Training Camps and of 
the diverse Training Units among the Camps of the country. 

The Introductory Survey Course held strictly to a non- 
conventional policy and aimed to stimulate the interest and 
enthusiasm of every man coming to its work. With a few 
slackers and parasites of our number, failure resulted; with the 
other nineteen out of every twenty, much good resulted from 
the eftect of those in charge supplemented by the cooperative 
spirit of the men. 

No voluminous "reports" were made of the work of the 
Course. No "outline" of its subjects treated was ever made 
and no publicity of any kind was ever sought. We handled 
practically all the men our accomodations would permit. Had 
the demand for men continued our force and space must have 
been increased, but our maximum of slightly over seventy at 
one time was well within our capacity. 

Although the Course repeated its work every twelve work- 
ing days, no two lectures given on the same topic were ever 
even approximately alike. Each time over the work was more 
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clearly and more definitely presented. Superfluous points 

were omitted and others developed, often to major proportions, 
which had been passed over lightly before. The reaction of 
the members of the Course determined to a great extent what 
should be retained, used, developed, and what should go into 
the discard. Only one thing occurs to the writer that he used 
twelve times in twelve successive recurrences of the subject. 
This was Elihu Root's words relating to Edith CavQll's martyr- 
dom in his address at Saratoga, September 6, 1917, before 
the American Bar Association. These eloquent words so full 
of patriotic significance, inspiration and prop!hecy met with 
such a wholesome reception the first time used, that the quo- 
tation was used with ever increasing aftect as the subject 
came up for treatment. These words of Mr. Root's were as 
follows: 

"But there is something more than mere sympathy 
that this war has already brought. We have been 
talking in this country of free lives and liberty and 
justice, of freedom and opportunity, of American in- 
stitutions, of the mission of democracy, about the ideals 
of our fathers, and we have been talking from the 
teeth outward. We have not felt It. I won't say we 
were dead in trespasses and sins; but, we were dead 
or sleeping in wealth and ease and comfort. The brut- 
al power of Germany, which has repudiated everything 
that civilization has accomplished for the century past, 
which has repudiated the law of morals and declared 
the German state to be superior to all morality; which 
has repudiated the law of humanity, and has without 
quavering committed the most dreadful outrages in 
order that she might have the benefit of inspiring ter- 
ror in the world, the brutal power of Germany has re- 
vealed at last to our comfort-loving people the unreali- 
ty of our lives, and has shown bare and naked, the 
dreadful, horrid truth of human nature unrelieved 
by morals or religion or humanity. It has shown to 
us as we never realized before, what liberty and just- 
ice, what humanity and compassion, what morality and 
right, really are." 

"We need not talk about the whys and wherefores 
of the war. It is here and the issue is drawn so clearly 
that a child could see. It is for the American people 
to determine whether they have the manhood to main- 
tain the liberty that their fathers gained for them 
through sacrifice; the manhood to maintain the justice 
upon which we have prided ourselves; the manhood to 
defend those institutions of liberty and justice which 
we would hand down to our children; or whether we 
shall submit and abandon them all." 

"The issue is clear and distinct between the main- 
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tenance of the American republic, free and indepen- 
dent; American Justice to the rich and poor alike; 
American opportunity for the boy and the girl; and 
being so craven that we will leave our children to be 
subjected to the power of evil that ravished Belgium 
and Servia. Whether falsehood and faithlessness and 
cynical contempt for morals, and cold-blooded disregard 
of humanity, and utter absence of mercy and compas- 
sion and denial of human right, shall be the portion 
of our children, or whether the liberty which our 
fathers won shall be handed down to them by the man- 
hood of our father's sons and the love of our children's 
fathers." 

"Ah. It has come not too soon. It was at the 
eleventh hour that we came into the vineyard. The 
great opportunity of the American people was slipping 
away before they could grasp it — the opportunity to 
make themselves into the image of their fathers. The 
opportunity is to die, if need be, and give our dearest 
ones to death, that our country may live, that its liber- 
ty may live, that its Justice may endure, that its op- 
portunity for those who toil and endure, may continue. 
We have grasped the opportunity for that sacrifice and 
suffering through which we shall find our souls again." 

"I thought as I listened today to the sad story of 
Edith Cavell, that it could not be that an infinite God 
would permit such a dreadful injustice to overcome the 
world. I do not know. We cannot measure the Provi- 
dences of God; but, I have faith in the power of God's 
people, and God's p^eople are the democracies of the 
earth. They are not the czars or the kaisers or the 
emperors or the autocrats or the aristocracies of the 
earth; they are the democracies of the earth. I have 
faith in the power of democracy triumphant." 

"I believe that struggling Russia and down-trod- 
den Belg^ium and awakened England and enduring 
France and aspiring Italy and renewed America, fight- 
ing in God's name for the principles of His religion for 
that compassion, that morality, that justice, which 
Christ preached upon earth, will overcome the forces 
of a dark and wicked past, and bring the world into 
a new day of brighter light and happier life. And in 
that faith, I live — with all the sorrows, the disappoint- 
ments and the loss — ^I live a prouder American than I 
ever have been before." 

It will be of much interest to quote here the words of 
our Captain, Louis W. Fehr, as written for the "Army Supply 
Record" for November 27, 1918. Captain Fehr had been 
through the work of the Course and was in close touch with 
many who had also gone this way. 
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"THE INTRODUCTORY SURVEY COURSE" 

"During the first part of 1917 the Office of the 
Quartermaster General developed into the largest pur- 
chasing and distributing organization in the world. 
Under its direction there were thousands of people, in- 
cluding commissioned, civilian and enlisted personnel. 
These people had been drawn from every corner of the 
United States and from every walk of life. Among the 
commissioned officers and the civilian executives were 
found many of the leaders of American business. Each 
man was a specialist in his private business and the 
object of the Quartermaster General was to assign him 
to the kind of work to which he was best suited. But 
the Office of the Quartermaster General was so large 
that in assigning a man to a particular task in it there 
was danger that he would lose sight of the work the 
other units were doing, and thus fail to understand the 
importance of his own work, in connection with the 
work as a whole. The problems of the organization 
were many and the men entering the office and special- 
izing upon a single line of work would not be able to 
appreciate the size of the organization by which they 
were employed, or to see wherein their particular 
duties were necessary to maintain a smooth running 
machine. Some lack of efficiency on the part of new 
men had been noticed, and to remedy this condition 
Mr. Robert J. Thorne, Assistant to the Acting Quarter- 
master General, conceived the idea of a short prepara- 
tory course for all officers and all civilians whose 
salary was two thousand dollars per year or more." 

"The task of working out the details of Mr. 
Thome's idea was taken over by Mr. George E. Frazer, 
then Chief of the Methods Control Division, and on 
June 29, there was established within the Methods 
Control Division a course of study known as the Intro- 
ductory Survey Course. This course of study was to be 
taken at Camp Meigs and was to consist of two weeks' 
instruction, taking up the organization of the General 
Staff, the organization of the Office of the Quarter- 
master General, the organization of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces, Quartermaster Zones of Procure- 
ment, Quartermaster Zones of Distribution, systems es- 
tablished by the Director of Purchase and Supplies on 
contracting, priorities, clearances, central purchasing 
procedure and purchase records; and specifications for 
the Quartermaster Corps for boxing, baling and crating, 
and specifications as to marking packages for overseas 
shipment. Later, some detail as to the work of the 
Food Administration, Fuel Administration, Embarka- 
tion Service, War Trade Board, War Industries Board, 
Shipping Board, Railroad Administration and other 
Government bodies allied with the War Department was 
included. It was thought by giving the new man this 
short course, covering in a broad way the scope of the 
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War activity with which he would be connected, he 
would have a general view of the scope of the work, 
and idea of the organization he was going into» and 
self-confidence that would be valuable." 

"Captain Lewis Atherton was designated to take 
charge of this work. Captain Atherton bad for many 
years been connected with educational work, both as an 
instructor and as an administrator. For five years he 
had been assistant to the principal of the Oshkosh 
High School, where he had been engaged in the dis- 
ciplinary work. Subsequent to that time he had been 
employed by Swift & Company and The Graton & 
Knight Manufacturing Company as the employer 
of labor. This previous training had given Cap- 

tain Atherton a remarkable fitness to impart the kind 
of instruction needed in this school." 

"The men assigned for instruction were men who 
had been engaged by some particular division, and Cap- 
tain Atherton's idea in the carying out of the proposed 
course was to give them a general survey of the various 
subjects treated in the course, and to specialize some- 
what upon the work of the particular division to which 
they were to be assigned. In order to do this, charts of 
the organization of the Office of the Quartermaster 
General were drawn and worked out and also charts 
showing the functions of each particular division. 
Some attention was given to the large details of of- 
fice procedure, the preparing of letters, memorandums, 
etc., according to the Army forms and the kind of 
work each man would be called upon to do." 

"To further stimulate interest a press committee 
was formed in each class, which committee brought 
clippings from newspapers bearing upon the work of 
the Office of the Quartermaster General and also items 
from the various papers and magazines p^ublished under 
the authority of the War Department." 

"Captain Atherton early brought into his work the 
psychological tests used by the Office of the Surgeon 
General in determining the qualifications and fitness 
of these taking the Introductory Survey Course. 

"Shortly after the beginning of the first course, 
Friday evening lectures were held. At these lectures 
men, who were thoroughly conversant with the work 
in hand, addressed the students of the course, Brig. 
Gen. H. M. Lord, Mr. Robt. J. Thome, Mr. W. A. Gra- 
ham and Major J. R. Orton being a few of the men 
who delivered lectures at these Friday evening meet- 
ings. After the lecture the students were invited to 
ask questions and as many as 150 questions have been 
asked the speaker at one meeting." 

"All students attending the Introductory Sur- 
vey Course were required to drill from 3:45 until 5 
P. M. each day. Col. D. H. Gienty, Commanding Of- 
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ficer at Camp Meigs, furnished drill masters to super- 
vise this work." 

"At the beginning of the course Captain Ather- 
ton had assigned to him as Assistant Captain L. A. 
Smith. On September 9th, Captain Smith was re- 
placed b7 First Lieutenant Winfield L. Ohmert who is 
still assistant. Prior to his entrance into the Armj, 
Lieutenant Ohmert was Commercial Supervisor of 
Columbus, Ohio, City Schools and part owner of a 
large business college." 

"On July 5th the course opened with three men. 
Before the end of the first course thirteen men had 
enrolled and the attendance gradually increased until 
shortly before the signing of the Armistice there were 
seventy men reporting to Captain Atherton. By No- 
vember 18th, 398 men had enrolled in the Course, 
the majority of whom had completed the full twelve 
days instruction." 

"The men who have taken this course have been 
drawn from the more important professional and busi- 
ness callings of the country and have included bank- 
ers, brokers, attorneys, advertising men, business man- 
agers and manufacturers. The ranks of the men who 
have taken the course are at the present time one Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, three Majors, 145 Captains, 120 First 
Lieutenants, 87 Second Lieutenants and 40 Civilians. 
The spirit of the men while studying under Captain 
Atherton has been remarkable, of the 398 men who en- 
rolled there were but four who in any way showed a 
lack of interest or a lack of seriousness in their pur- 
pose, and the graduates of this course speak highly of 
the results obtained under Captain Atherton's in- 
struction." 

"The Chiefs of the divisions who have under 
them graduates of the Introductory Survey Course 
speak highly of the work of these graduates. Among 
these enthusiastic supporters are Brig. Gen. Lord, who 
has in his office 100 graduates of the course; Col. F. B. 
Wells, Director of Storage, who has 116 graduates and 
Major J. R. Orton, who has 57 graduates." 

Our men came from 38 States of the Union, distributed as 
follows:

The oldest man in the Course had passed 61 and he was 
sixty one years young. The youngest was 19 and did not look 
it. If you fancy statistics.

The average age of the 398 whose years were recorded 
was 39.4 years. It is extremely interesting to note that the 
men who attained a rank of Captain or higher, average 40.6 
years; those of first Lieutenant rank, 36.2 years; of the grade 
of Second Lieutenant, 30.0 years and the Civilians, 39 years. 

This shows the material the Course had to do with. A 
great majority of the men were there in Washington to do 
their part. To help out in the emergency which confronted 
their country and the world. They were Just as loyal and 
Just as truly patriotic as their younger brothers, their sons and 
their nephews who manned the trenches of the Zone of the 
Advance all along the battle fronts of Europe or who served 
in their several capacities the soldiers of these trenches. A 
few, thank God a mighty small minority, were of other 
classes. The less said of them the better. Their cause was not 
worthy; their motives were not high minded or patriotic and 
the Course would have been far better oft had they remained 
away. Some came for whom the work was not adapted and 
who might better have been in some other field. This is es- 
pecially true of that splendid little group of Agriculture men 
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whom the armj needed for the "Gardening Work" about the 
camps of France. They were younger than the average, of 
special attainments and, if the War had gone on, would have 
done a fine bit of constructive work. The Armistice cut off 
the progress of all but a few of these. The Supervisor of the 
Course felt at the time and told these individuals that our 
work was not in line with their progress but all but two or 
three took the view that they had been ordered to Meigs and 
that they did not care to ask for a retiArn to what in most 
cases would have been idleness while awaiting their "Overseas 
Orders". The writer takes peculiar pleasure in paying a de- 
served tribute to the men making up this small but important 
group for the attention and interest shown in our work the 
larger part of which could not be directly applied to the duties 
ahead of them. Once in a great while a Motor Transport man 
blew in from the regions occupied by that young, dynamic and 
serious minded unit of the Army. They were good scouts and 
we enjoyed them at their face value altho there was a sus- 
picion that they had some ulterior motive in seeking the 
Quartermaster training. On the whole they did us good for 
their pride in their young organization Jolted some of the 
smugness out of the average Q. M. man who thought that in- 
asmuch as an "Army traveled on its belly" he was a mighty 
important man as representing the S. O. S. 

From the start no S3n9tem of examination for formal grad- 
ing of the men in the Course was used. Several reasons might 
be given for this stand. In the first place the time the Course 
was too short and too valuable for set tests and examinations. 
We felt that the time might be put in to much better advant- 
age. And, secondly, as has been stated before, it was our 
wish to keep the idea of a "school" Just as far from the minds 
of those in the work as it was possible to do. If a man could 
do certain work it was felt that he should turn to and do it 
without bothering with anything in the way of a formal test of 
his ability. 

The Supervisor of the work was required to submit to the 
Director of the Personnel Division in the Office of the Quarter- 
master General and of its successors, the Office of the Director 
of Purchase or the Director of Storage, a confidential letter 
regarding the work of each man completing the Course. This 
was extended to cover the record of every man who spent three 
days or more in the Course. The letter was merely a per. 
sonal opinion and followed in a general way an outline giving 
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his Age. Education. Experience. Date in the I. S. C. 
Attendance. Punctuality. Spirit of Work. Reports, Charts 
Outlines submitted. Rating of Excellent, Good, Fair or Poor. 
Opinion of Supervisor as to his: Adaptability to his assign- 
ment; Strong Points; Weak Points. 

It has been very interesting to check back these confi- 
dential reports against the work actually done in each case. 
In some cases the Supervisor's opinion was confirmed and in 
others he was way oft. His batting average has not been 
computed. 

In passing, it is but fair to say that the Chiefs of this im- 
portant Branch were men of capacity and also very broad 
minded and willing to let fairly good alone. All suggestions 
were constructive and were made for a purpose rather than 
for the purpose of changing something, as was the case in 
many instances of somewhat similar work in other units of 
the Army. No one could ask fairer minded men than Mr. G. 
E. Frazer, Dr. H. C. Bumpus, Major C. E. Steeb and Colonel 
H. Mc A. Schofield who had oversight of this work at different 
times in its career. Each kept an eye on the thing but left 
us to work out our own salvation. 

From the beginning it was my opinion that we might use 
the Army Tests perfected under the supervision of Colonel 
Walter Dill Scott, now President of Northwestern University, 
and permission was requested from the Training Branch to 
avail ourselves of the courtesy of the Psychological Division, 
Office of the Surgeon General, which offered to conduct the 
"Alpha Tests" once every two weeks for the men of the Course. 
Lieutenant (later Major) Brigham came once and gave the 
tests; two weeks later he merely supervised their application 
and thereafter merely furnished the blank forms and checked 
the completed tests. We were indebted to this Division for 
much of assistance in the indicated lines. 

Opinions varied regarding the value of these tests at the 
time we were using them. Opinions vary yet regarding their 
value but inasmuch as it was thoroly understood that this 
hour's work was done more because of its scientific interest 
and that the men might understand a bit of the activity of 
this interesting and important unit of the Army than for any 
use made of the grades assigned, the work was worth while. 
The writer felt at the time and still feels that there was fairly 
close relationship between the grade made in the test and the 
actual value of the man to the Service. 
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The highest grade made in the five months was "191" 
made by two young men, both college men and in addition 
college educated in the Law. One was Cornell-Columbia and 
the other Princton-Northwestern trained. This is a mark of 
exceptional merit and shows a mind of splendid natural abili- 
ty coupled with much knowledge and the power of rapid con- 
centration on the work at hand. The lowest mark recorded 
was "52" by a man who afterward did fair work in his as- 
signment. The average was "127". 

The 362 men who underwent the tests grouped as follows: 

175 to 191, 23 75 to 99, 56 

150 to 174, 81 52 to 74 19 



125 to 149 100 

100 to 124, 83 362 

From "125" upward is held to be first class and 56.4% of our 
men fell into that group. 

These "Alpha Tests" marked an epoch in the psychological 
work of the world and it is hoped that our men will not en- 
tirely forgot the principile involved therein but their several 
communities will stand for something of the kind in schools and 
in business concerns. Your opportunity is great to do pioneer 
work in this important field. 

Your supervisor will never forget one occasion when two 
splendid officers — both captain— «ame up after the test was 
completed to pass a remark upon the way each had been effected. 
One said, "It has been one of the most wonderful hours of my 
life. They are splendid." The other. Just as much in 

earnest, said, "They are the damnedest rot I ever saw." Thus 
it will be if you bring them, or something like them, to the 
attention of the average school board. 

For my own personal satisfaction only I graded each one 
of the 369 of you who were three days or more with me. This 
has never been used and probably never will be. Some of the 
men who went high in the Army Tests were by no means high 
in my personal rating and again some who impressed me as 
"A" material fell down somewhat in the Tests. For your 

information these grades fell as follows:

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Manj of you will not see the use of the treatment of this 
Test topic. Possibly I have over stressed some of the points. 
It used to do my heart good, however, to see some big, bluster- 
ing, go-getter of a man who had very likely amassed a more 
or less sizable fortune sit in front of me where he could not 
avoid doing exactly what he was told and fall down on those 
simple and child-like directions or examples or tests of bits 
of every-day knowledge Just because he could not concentrate 
on the task before him. I recall a young Lieutenant 
who had not impressed me favorably at all in the ten day's 
work before the tests came who calmly and steadily sat there 
and blocked out over 180 I called that man into my private 
office and told him that he had powers that he was not using 
and recommended in my confidential letter to the Chief that 
he be transferred out of Washington to some Camp where he 
"Might be under a strict but kindly disciplinarian". This 
was done but with what result I know not. 



No description of the Introductory Survey Course would 
be complete without a word regarding our mighty efficient 
force of orderlies. Colonel Gienty was very kind in giving 
the Course what it required in this line. Our clerical non- 
coms were Sergeant John W. Carlson and Corporal William 
Hermann. Our man in charge of the quarters was Private 
John O'Connor. For some unknown reason these three men 
were all from New York City. Sergeant Carlson was nineteen 
years of age; a native of Finland; a graduate of one of Jersey 
City's best high schools with some two years business experi- 
ence. He was one of the best stenographers I have ever 
known and thoroughly reliable and trust worthy. Now and 
anon his foot slipped in failing to address some Second Lieu- 
tenant as "Sir" but bye and large he was close to 100 per cent. 
He enlisted at Fort Slocum in April of 1918 and was not dis- 
charged until August 2, 1919. He had become Quartermaster 
Sergeant First Class, the best paid non-commissioned man in 
the Army. At the present he is cashier of a large securities 
concern in New York City. Corporal Hermann was taken 
on later in the Course when the work became too heavy for 
Sergeant Carlson. He also was thoroughly efficient and re- 
liable. He too remained in the Army, and at Camp Meigs, until 
late in the summer of 1919 and became a Sergeant before his 
discharge. Knowledge of his present whereabouts is not at 
hand. Private O'Connor was a man past fifty who enlisted in 
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the Army with the hope of getting into another first class 
fight before he got too old to appreciate it. He was one of 
the most devoted and faithful workers of my experience, despite 
his disappointment of serving in Meigs instead of on the 
Marne. His attitude is well illustrated biy his coming to me 
one morning with a complaint, "Captain, please, the men are 
keeping the tables and the room so clean I haven't enough to 
do/' Trace of him is lost but I feel sure he is doing good 
work and true work somewhere. 

To sum up this little section of our volume, I have noth- 
ing but commendation for the three men detailed to help in 
the routine work of the I. S. C. I am sure Captain Smith and 
Lieutenant Ohmert would bear me out in this expression of 
satisfaction. And I believe these men would have followed 
another Captain into the thick of physical battle just as loy- 
ally and just as cheerfully as they helped our little unit on 
this side.

It was this bacillus of 
what KlpUng has termed 
"holy unrest" that In- 
fected the writer of these 
lines BO severely In tha 
spring of 1918, that he 
tbrew up his worK as 
Pereonnel Manager with 
Graton & Kulgbt Manufacturing Company of Worces- 
ter, MasBachusetts, and with a few personal belongings 
reached Washlnston the morning of May 10th. By nine- 

thirty he had had a glorious row with a Major In the Ordnance 
Department and had gone out into the spring sunshine of Sixth 
Street without a prospect on earth of getting into a place of 
usefulness In the entire War Department. At ten-thirty or 
thereabouts he had run across on tbe street near the old Mu- 
nitions Building that rare comhtnatlon of qualities. Major H. 
D. Bargelt; had consulted with him, W. R. DeFleld, and Q. B. 
Praser and bad started what proved to be a fifteen month career 
In the Quartermaster Corps wblcb was to be the great adventure 
of his life: was to bring htm Into contact with scores and 
hundreds of men whose minds and hearts were aflame with a 
holy seal and which took him halt way around the world to 
our Philippines and retnmed him Just eighty-five percent better 
an American citlsen than when he left Worcester. Inasmucli 
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as his ancesters left England for this country in 1635 this 
last statement is somewhat striking but absolutely true. 

It was a holy unrest doubtless that started this whole 
proceeding, but it took all sorts of unrest and other stimula- 
tions to keep the progress in the right direction through the 
long months of grind in Washington, where the poet has too 
truly spoken, "Man that is born of woman is few of years and 
full of politics.'

A commission as "Captain, Q. M. Corps" started on the 
date before mentioned and "proceeded through military chan- 
nels" which were evidently uncharted, unbuoyed and unlighted 
and beset with shifting sands that often blocked the passage 
entirely. Several interesting and instructive incidents might 
be noted between the time this commission starteid on May tenth, 
and when the oath was taken before that sanctified appearing 
reformed Methodist clergyman down in the bowels of the Army 
& Navy Building on May thirty-first. 

An ubiquitous M. C. "Louie" found some supernumerary 
teeth at the time of that wonderful two hour medical examina- 
tion that made a body feel a bit superior and caused several 
medical officers of divers rank to punch and poke and prowl 
about in one's mouth with the practically unanimous verdict 
that it was a suspicious sort of thing and that the candidate 
would bear watching. And then that fine upstanding nurse, 
over on Connecticut Avenue, who gave you the devil's decoction 
known in history as the "3 in 1" shot against typhoid and its 
kin was worth cultivating. She was almost as sympathetic 
as she should have been until it was evident that you were not 
going to faint or something like that and then she was hard- 
boiled right. No sympathy to waste in her cosmos. But, 
she was all right, she was from Chicago. The next illuminating 
point was when the papers reached that interesting maelstrom 
known as the "Personnel Division", at that particular time 
under the supervision of a fat headed Major — ^his name escapes 
me and I am glad it does — and the next thing my friend Moody 
and I knew our papers were lost — ^no trace of them at all — 
clean gone democratic. The next move was to tell this Major, 
his Captains, his Lieutenants and till in his Division to depart 
to the nethermost depths of gehenna, limbo, sheol or hell, de- 
pending upon circumstances and your religious training, and 
this delightful Division dictator told you there was nothing 
to it, but you had to start all over and you told him you would 
see him damned first and you started, not for new papers, but for 
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your Congressman — what a relief that you were nothing but a 
free born American citizen and could cuss out anything no larger 
than you were, no matter how much tinware he had on his shoul- 
der — and your Congressman called up McAdoo, or Tumulty or 
Newt., and next morning this Personnel Major called you up 
and told you that your papers were found and that you would 
be through the "A. G. O.'s Office" In another day, thereby add- 
ing the sin of lying to his already overfull record. And finally 
in sheer desperation you went down to Sixth and B. Streets — 
whenever you got into simply awful straits, you could always 
find solace on "B" Street somewhere — and a heaven-be-crowned 
old hard-boiled Major with a Scotch accent took you in charge 
and said. "You surely have had a mess with these papers" and 
told you to take them in person to the A. G. O's Office to such 
and such an individual with the request that he "expedite 
matters" and this chap in the A. G. O.'s Office — another Scotch- 
man by the way — said, "You sit over there and in thirty 
minutes the papers will be back," and it was even as he had 
said and you had your commission; you were a "Captain for the 
Emergency" and you had butted your fool head into the nicest 
little cul-de-sac of which ever human goat had wotted. 

Yes, it was spring fever or something that took me down 
there to Washington and it was a slow growing, hard fibered 
admiration for the men I saw all about me that kept me going 
and at an ever increasing rate after getting into the mess. Man 
after man and scores and hundreds of them were giving with- 
out stint of their best in time, brain power and bodily energy 
to think out, build up and coordinate what was necessary on 
this side of the Atlantic to win the war over across. There 
were slackers here as there were everywhere, probably more in 
Washington than in all other centers of the country together, 
but for all their presence the average of enthusiasm and effort 
toward highly efficient work was so keen that great things 
were accomplished in a wonderful way. If the history of 

those days In Washington is ever written, specific examples of 
noble-minded, industrious, patriotic men and women will not 
be difficult to find. It is good to recall men of our own 

number who gave as freely of their lives in Washington as 
their fellows of the Western Front. There is not a doubt 
that our own sponsor and chief, Robert J. Thorne, gave so freely 
of his energy, mental and physical, that his ill health to-day 
directly resulted, and his example may be duplicated in scores 
of instances. 
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A quiet, peace-loTlng, rather couTentlonal, mature civilian, 
wbo loved his pipe, profltable conTersatl^tn or a worth while 
book, and even an introspective hour, dlrectlr from the hilU 
of New England, but. Indirectly from the broader areas of 
lUtnola, la "Inducted" into a boiling caldron of actlvlt]r with 
much rushing to and fro, much graaping of automobiles and 
dashing frantically somewhere else, much entering Into con- 
ference, much Issuing of orders, the writing of multitudinous 
memoranda, and an Infinity of evasion of Tesponsibllity known 
In the vernacular as "The passing of the buck. Confusion 
worse confounded, also hell and damnation! However, as 

the days went, the atmosphere at least seemed to 
clear. When the barometer was high and the sky was blue 
over the heaven pointing finger of the "Monument", one 
had minutes when he felt that he knew something of what 
It was alt about, and thanked Ood, and took courage and went 
In high feather to the Calaterla de Luxe and ate a double por- 
tion of that never to be forgotten "escalloped blue fish" which 
made Fridays a focus about which might be grouped the 
more minor events of the week. But very possibly the day 
following was murky with storms in the oSing and some fiend 
In human guise with much exalted hardware on his shoulder 
thrust a handful of harder ware deep into your soul and 
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turned it around therein and you straight way felt again the 
immensity and complexity of the problem before you» and 
the great weakness of humanity to cope therewith. 

Of the days leading up to the time of the Introductory 
Surrey Course little need be said. Those above me said in 
substance, "Here is work. Do it. We doubt if you can and 
we won't be much disappointed if you don't and we will be 
mightily surprised if you do." No one ever said so in so 
many words, but that was the general atmosphere of the 
Section, into which I had been "inducted." It was a period 
of transition from the known waters of civilian living and 
doing out into the uncharted ocean of military affairs as con- 
ducted in the Office of the Quartermaster General of the Army. 
I survived the seven weeks between coming to the work and 
striking the task which is the subject of this modest volume. 

Of the Introductory Survey Course, a Chapter has been 
written which covers that five months of my record, so noth- 
ing need be said here of that interesting and profitable time. 

With the signing of the Armistice and the passing of the 
reason to be for the work of the Course, came a desire to get 
out of the uniform, out of things military, out of Washing- 
ton and to return to civilian ways and pursuits. That most 
kindly of Commanding Officers, Colonel Daniel H. Gienty, 
granted a two weeks leave of absence, which w;as spent in 
Chicago and my Michigan home. New York City was reached 
with four days of the precious period unspent. Four solid days 
to see the City where I had spent many business days, but 
never had time to see the worth-while things of that wonderful 
center. Breakfast and then the old. home place for me, the 
Murray Hill Hotel, where mail awaited me. A telegram! 
Visions of the majority so anticipated! The wire is opened. 
Alas, also alack! 

"Return at once, stop imperative stop.

Washington that night at seven and informed that better 
than two hundred officers from all the "Zones" awaited in- 
struction in methods of taking the "General Army Inventory." 
Thanks to live men in the person of Lieutenant Nlles Carpenter 
and his helpers, the material was at hand and the work of 
passing it over to these officers was undertaken. A week of 
strenuous work and the officers were ready to be assigned to 
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the several Army Zones to hold In each a "School of Instruc- 
tion" and then to superyise the taking of the greatest account 
of stock of material on hand that had ever been attempted 
in the history of any army or any organization of any kind. 
Lieutenant Colonel Lewis H. Brittin in active charge of the 
whole affair with Captain (now Major) E. W. Mumford as his 
assistant in the work. Captain Mumford tries the influenza. 
Myself pushed up to try and help, out the Colonel. Confer- 
ences, complications, breaks for liberty, occasional peanut 
brained asininity, long hours, much grief, until about the 
middle of January and there was once more a prospect of an 
immediate return of black shoes and soft collar. Again it was 
not to be. The Army in the Insular Possessions must be 

checked up as to material on hand, and because there was no 
one more available or had made less effort to be detailed 
for that important and interesting work, the lot fell upon me 
to make the long and wonderful trip. 

Three men were needed to handle the work, owing to the 
widely separated stations of the Department of the Philippines. 
Captain F. C. Hanford and First Lieutenant I. E. Auerbach 
were chosen from the entire force of men working on the In- 
ventory at that time, probably not far from two thousand of- 
ficers and twenty thousand enlisted men. Both had made 
enviable records in the brain work of the task. Captain Han- 
ford at St. Louis and Lieutenant Auerbach at Philadelphia. 
My choice was justified, for throughout the long trip and the 
six weeks at Manila the work of these two Officers was ad- 
mirable. 

We left Washington January 24 th. Chicago the day fol- 
lowing, doing our best to help Captain G. P. Fitzgerald in his 
hard task to supervise the inventory of the immense stocks in 
the Supply Depots of the Seventh Zone. Left on the Santa 
Fe late that night. At the Grand Canyon a day, where we 
glanced at this wonderful monument to the effect of running 
water for millions of what we call years. In Los Angeles 
three days, where we had every experience from eating at 
the grand father of all cafaterias to having a brief but mag- 
nificent trip in Training Plane No. 9 at Marsh Field as guests 
of Major E. Clarke. San Francisco two days where we w«re 
introduced to the wonderful "climate" and the inordinate 
boasting about their city by the inhabitants thereof. Both 
were obnoxious, there was no preference. Oakland was 

better than Frisco and the campus of the University of Call- 
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fomia was splendid. The staunch old "Army Transport 
Thomas" sailed at noon, February fifth, to be our home for 
thirty-nine days as we slowly journeyed westward and south- 
ward. Honolulu, Nagasaki, Vladivostok, Nagasaki again and 
finally Manila, reaching there March seventeenth. Of the 

ocean voyage I should like to write a book, but space limita- 
tions and the probable lack of vital interest on your part for- 
bids. A little of the tail end of a typ,hoon three days this 
side of Nagasaki with sixty miles of wind and immense waves 
showed us what the Pacific could do but, with about four 
days exception, the weather was ideal with nothing but the 
long swell to break the placidity of the waters. Even the 
China Sea going and the Straits of San Bernardino coming, 
those places of unholy reputation for rough waters, were like 
a mill pond on a July day. The evenings and the mornings 
stand out in my mind. Never again will I experience such 
elemental peace. Entering at day break the harbor of Na- 
gasaki, where "every prospect pleaseth" and only the little 
pestiferous Japanese in uniform "is vile." They told us we 
must take no photographs and forthwith every one dug out 
his camera and got some fine ones. The terrible conditions at 
Vladivostok where only the presence of United States and 
other Allied forces made it livable. The long run down the 
East coast of Formosa where the ship swung in sometimes 
within a half mile of the shore. Those long, sharply marked 
but heavily wooded valleys running up from the narrow beach 
were filled with a brooding mystery that drew every red-blooded 
man to plan a return "sometime before he's old" that he might 
explore and see what of interest they contain. The run two 
days later for all day down the west coast of Luzon with the 
stimulating thought to all Americans that It was OUR coun- 
try. And, finally, that last morning on the Transport when 
my good friend. Captain Lindenstruth, of the Regular Army 
came by our stateroom at four-thirty and turned us out with 
"Captain, we'll be opposite Corrigidor in ten minutes." 
Eleven of us gathered up forward and as we swept by with the 
island a mile on our starboard and the sun just rising, the good 
Old Flag arose over headquarters at Topside and looked 
mighty good and wholesome and broujg^ht up a flood of memo- 
ries of the homeland just then thousands of miles on the back- 
ward way. There is a volume that might be written but 
this must suffice. 

Six weeks to a day in Manila. Not so much work after 
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our "School of Instruction" covering five days. It was the 
worst of the hot season with the thermometer as high as one 
hundred and fifteen degrees in the shade. But, I did not miss 
a meal or a night's rest. In fact, this was true for the 

twenty-three weeks absence from Washington on this trip« 
Care in eating and drinking and watching your step a bit is 
all that a healthy person needs to keep healthy in a vast ma« 
jority of all the regions of the earth. Personally, I was 
in and about Manila the entire six weeks save for short 
trips to Camp Stotzenburg and Camp John Hay, the latter 
170 miles north of Manila at Baguio in the famous Moun- 
tain Provinces where God surely smiled in the making of a 
health paradise to which those of the hot lowlands may flee. 
There is the world renowned Benguet Trail and there also 
is a less well-known "Happy Valley" which is a minature 
Grand Canyon, nine miles long and a half mile deep and old 
enough geologically to be verdure covered throughout. A 
morning shower coming up this valley or the full moon swing- 
ing over its misty depths make a sight to be remembered until 
"traveling days are done." 

At Manila we met many men of many minds. Colonel 
John R Bellinger, Zone Supply Officer, and save one the rank- 
ing Colonel of the entire Army, was the man under whom 
our work had to be done. He was a Regular and he was 
hard boiled and he had no over shadowing love for National 
Army Officers, but he treated me and my work right. The 

Medical Corps did not cooperate with us, so that I had to re- 
quest aid from good Major Frank L. Hemsted of the Quarter- 
master Corps and do as much of their consolidation work as 
was possible before the "Sherman" sailed at noon of Aj^^ril 
30th. I figure that two Filipino clerks (male) are about 
equal in working results to one average American Worker 
(female) and that one really efficient young man in the 
States will accomplish more than four of our "Little Brown 
Brothers" — which by the way, they are not and never will be. 

Splendid return trip. We were sea wise now and old 
hands. Guam was wonderful. Am going back there some 
day to study the fauna of their coral reefs and to have do- 
ings with certain sharks that were in evidence. Honolulu 
and the strawberries and cream at Young's Hotel mark an- 
other high spot in the adventure. The Lord mily have per- 
mitted better berries to evolve elsewhere but doubts are reg- 
istered on the point. Yes, the beach at Wakiki is wonderful 
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and the surf riding Is maryelous and thrilling, but you are 
like to cut your foot on a piece of coral. At Honolulu we 
bade good-bye to the tropics and things tropical and in fiye 
days we were back at Frisco where the blonde women on the 
dock looked the best of anything we had seen on the entire 
trip^ I for one was a bit "fed up" on the black and tans 
of the Far East. 

A day there from eight o'clock of the morning until ten 
at night was ample to get our pay, transfer baggage, in- 
cluding the precious "Inventory of the Department of the Phil- 
ippines," hear enough about San Francisco and its wonderful 
climate and catch the Southern Pacific for Seattle. A night 
there and a fine automobile ride for two hours the following 
morning through the courtesy of Mr. G«orge Renne of the 
Sears Roebuck Company, and we took a delightful little En- 
glish appointed steamer for Victoria. Luncheon at the Hotel 
Empress was a liberal event in things gastronomic. A long 
drive gave us a pretty good idea of this little gem of a city, 
which is said to be more English than anything in England, 
and we were ready for the boat to Vancouver. Reached this 
Chicago-like place at day break. A long auto bus trip 
through Prince Regent Park and a lacrosse game In the after- 
noon gave us all we needed of local atmosphere and we took 
that model of railroads, the Canadian Pacific, for the trip up 
through the hills, canyons and mountains over the Continental 
Divide and to our first stop at Lake Louise in the grandest 
of the Canadian Rockies at this latitude. This was wonderful 
from the breakfast at the Chateau to the view from Mirror 
Lake the upper of the chain of three lakes at this point. 
Train again and left Lieutenant Auerbach at BanfT while I 
plunged right through to Moose Jaw, down across the Dakotas 
and Minnesota getting the Milwaukee at St. Paul and making 
Chicago in short order and Washington about twenty hours 
later late in the afternoon of June seventh. 

Twenty four thousand miles traveling and sixty-nine 
days on the ocean. A wonderful trip which grows on me as 
the months pass. Were I a young and single man I should 
go out to that region and live for a few years. Opportunities 
are there and much service is needed before those regions are 
all that they might be. As it is I shall retrace at least a 
portion of my steps before I call it a life's work. 

Twenty clerks had been held for me by those in charge 
of the Inventory Consolidation. Lieutenant Colonel Brittin 
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had gone back to ciyilian life and Captain F. C. Schultz was 
in charge. These twenty clerks wound up the work which 
we had not done in Manila in a third of the time it would 
have taken the Filipinos. Work was completed, affairs were 
wound up, a balance was struck and honorable discharge was 
possible July fourteenth. 

I looked about a month before locating and then took a 
place as Personnel Director of LaSalle Extension University, 
Chicago. Work here was like it was in the Army and also 
unlike it so that I resigned the following April to be relieved 
June thirtieth. 

August first I connected with the National Metal Trades 
Association in an editorial and general roustabout capacity at 
their main office in the Peoples Gas Building with the under- 
standing that I should shake the dust of Chicago from my feet 
the very first opportunity that shaking was good. This op- 
portunity seemed to come in May 1921, when the secretary- 
ship of the Jackson Branch opened. Here I am executive sec- 
retary of the Employers' Association of Jackson, the Associat- 
ed Building Employers of Jackson, and the N. M. T^ A. men- 
tioned. These are "American Plan" organizations and have 
the betterment of every industrial factor in mind. ' They are 
flourishing and, when normal conditions return, this will be 
one of the best places of its kind in the Middle West. It is 
a great game and there is much work to be done in this fine 
little city (47,000). Verily the "Lines have fallen unto me 
in pleasant places." I am going to have a real home here 
shortly and in it there is a "Little room" like the Shunamite 
woman of old built so, if any Camp Meigs man comes this 
way "He shall turn in thither." 

Now, after this very personal bit of description, you all 
see how it is with me. I have written thus not because of the 
importance of the subject, but more because I would like to 
know something of each one of youi and the interest I have 
in you is quite like that you have for others, hence the chapter. 
It has been well with me since the days we met "Under the 
trees" or about the big wood burning stove in the Quarters 
on chilly mornings. I have seen a few of the men. In 

Chicago, New York, Cincinnati, Indianapolis and elsewhere 
as my joumeyings have taken me about the country. Not 

enough of them but more than enough to keep the affection for 
a great majority of you alive in my heart. Wherever you are 
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and whatever you may be doing I shall always feel a keen 
interest in the welfare of each one of you. Friendship, thank 
God, is not confined to near neighbors. In fact sometimes 

"Distance doth enchantment lend." Possibly if we lived in 
the same block we might thoroughly dislike each other. As 
it is, viewed through the haze of patriotic enthusiasm which 
enveloped us at Washington, your features in memory's gal- 
lery are seen as tho surrounded by some saintly halo. May 
it ever be so and may your lives and mine ever retain some- 
thing of the Divine inspiration which took u^ to Washington 
and kept our ambitions high to do well our best for the 
cause we loved and served. May your philosophy of and 

mine ever be akin to that in the mind of Pulsifer who writing 
of Franklin Lane's death said, 

"Who knows, who needs to understand 
If there be shadows there or more; 

To live as tho a pleasant land 

Lay just beyond an open door."

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This volume is not complete without recording: the 
opinions of some of those responsible for the conception of 
its basic idea; those using its product; those close to its work- 
ings and lastly, a selection of those who pased through its 
work. These of the last class have been chosen for their 
favorable opinion to which two of the other side have been 
added merely for variety. The writer would not be human 
if he was not predudlced in favor of the work largely of his 
own hands, but withal that he is clearly aware of the short- 
comings of the Introductory Survey Course. 

It is with the keenest possible regret that we have no 
words to record in this connection from the "Greatest Roman 
of them all/' Robert J. Thorne. Mr. Thorne has been going 
through a serious nervous attack during the last year and 
writes that he is in no condition to concentrate his thoughts 
upon anything for some months yet. When we recognize 
that his present condition is beyond any doubt traceable to 
the long, continued, arduous and unselfish efforts put forth 
during the war years in Washington, we feel doubly our loss 
in having no words from his clear mind relative to the work 
of the Course. 

Mr. George E. Frazer needs no introduction to anyone 
acquainted with the inner circles of the old Office of the 
Quartermaster General and those units that grew out of it. 
His was the mind that saw the details of organization and how 
each portion was to function and come into relation with 
the other units about it. Probably no better organizer work- 
ed in Washington and yet, probably not one in five of those 
who read these words more than recognize this man's like- 
ness. His was not a spectacular part, but, it was one so fun- 
damental, that a man could afford to become the planning 
and thinking and originating p'ortion and let someone else 
do the more visible motivating jobs. Those who know Mr. 
Frazer's work in the Service, rank him well up in the group 
of "Doers** there at Washington. He says of the Intro- 
ductory Survey Course: 

During the first six months of 1918 changes in 
organization and methods occurred with astonishing 
rapidity in the office of the Quartermaster General. 
Indeed changes in organization and methods were not 
confined to the office of the Quartermaster General 
at Washington but the whole Quartermaster Corps 
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in the United States was organized and reorganized 
during that trying six months' period. 

It will be remembered that Miijor General G. W. 
Goethals returned to active duty in the Army as Act- 
ing Quartermaster General at the beginning of 1918. 
One of his first official acts was to bring to Wash- 
ington Mr. R. J. Thorne, then the President of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Company of New York, Chicago and 
Kansas City. Mr. R. J. Thome came to Washing- 
ton as Civilian Assistant to General Goethals and his 
appearance in the office of the Quartermaster General 
in January, 1918 marked the beginning of a series of 
drastic re-organizations which was to greatly extend 
the function and duties of the Quartermaster Corps 
in the United States. 

In January and February, 1918 a serious study 
was made of the organization and need for reorgani- 
zation of the Quartermaster General's office. The 
principal leader in this study was Dr. Frederick A. 
Cleveland of New York, formerly Director of the 
Bureau of Municipal Research. Associated with Dr. 
Cleveland were a number of men who had achieved 
prominence in the field of Political Science. 

The studies of Dr. Cleveland and his associates 
very clearly evidenced that there was need for clear 
definition of function within the several divisions and 
sections comprising the office of the Quartermaster 
General and that there was need as well for the in- 
troduction and definition of methods of control. The 
first step in this direction was the appointment of Mr. 
R. J. Thome as Director of the Supply Control Di- 
vision. Very shortly thereafter Mr. Thome was made 
Assistant to the Acting Quartermaster General and 
about the same time the Methods Control Division 
was established by order of Major General Goethals 
for the express purpose of coordinating organization 
and methods within the Quartermaster Corps in the 
United States. As Chief of the Methods Control Di- 
vision, it was my privilege to associate in that work 
over seventy officers who comprised a distinguished 
personnel in Law, Accounting, Engineering and In- 
dustrial Management. 

This is not the place to review the great work 
done by General Goethals, General R. E. Wood, Mr. 
R. J. Thorne and the Chiefs of Divisions in the es- 
tablishment of the Supply Organization for the Army 
in the United States. It is perhaps sufficient here to 
call attention to this work so that we may have in 
mind that organization and methods were rapidly 
changed during the first six months of 1918 and that 
the changes made were quite as new to the officers in 
the Regular Army as they were to the officers newly 
commissioned from civilian life. By June of 1918 
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it became apparent that some method was necessary 
for the proper introduction of civilians into the or- 
ganization and methods of the office of the Quarter- 
master General. As a result of a number of conver- 
sations on this subject between General Wood, Mr. 
Thome, myself, and others, the Acting Quartermaster 
General finally ordered me to outline a plan under 
which an Introductory Survey Course would be es- 
tablished, not as a means for training Quartermaster 
officers but simply as a means for acquainting newly 
commissioned officers with the organization as it then 
existed in the Quartermaster Corps. 

After consulting with a number of the officers 
in the Methods Control Division, including Major Wm. 
McLeod, Major W. F. Dodd and Major H. D. Bargelt, 
I suggested to Mr. R. J. Thome that at least a two 
weeks' Course was necessary if a man from civilian 
life, no matter how distinguished he might have been 
in his work in civilian life, was to understand the 
purely formal side of the organization and standards 
in the office of the Quartermaster General. Mr. 
Thorne agreed that at least two weeks was necessary 
and added that it would be wise for the two weeks' 
time to be spent at a Quartermaster Camp where 
something of the physical requirements of the Quarter- 
master Corps might be glimpsed by the new officers. 
Fortunately, one of the two camps established for the 
training of Quartermaster personnel was Camp Meigs, 
located within the District of Columbia and, there- 
fore, very conveniently placed for the training of new 
officers who were to take up staff duties in the office 
of the Quartermaster General. 

After having determined upon the method of the 
Course and the location of the school, consideration 
was then given to the subject matter that was to be 
presented to the newly commissioned officers. Avail- 
able texts were certainly not lacking. It was scarcely 
likely that the new officers could more than read 
through, during the two weeks' period, the orders of 
the Quartermaster General pertaining to Organization 
and Control methods. 

Nor was it difficult to select a capital man as the 
principal instructor for the Course. One of the of- 
ficers in the Methods Control Division was Captain 
Lewis Atherton, a man with very considerable experi- 
ence in civilian life as an instructor and particularly 
as an instructor of executive personnel in large in- 
dustrial establishments. I well remember that it was 
with considerable trepidation that I first broached the 
subject to Captain Atherton. The Captain, at that 
time was engaged in scientific work of the first im- 
portance, having to do with certain standards that 
were to be established for the whole Quartermaster 
Corps. Of course, this work of the Captain as to such 
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standards could be shifted to other shoulders, as there 
were a number of men available in the Methods Con- 
trol Division fully equipped to carry on scientific work 
of the most rigorous and fundamental kind. The 
point with me was whether Captain Atherton would 
be willing to leave engrossing scientific work to as- 
sume the arduous duties of Instructor at the two 
weeks' Course. Of course, I knew that the Captain 
would obey orders like a good soldier when such 
orders were transmitted to him in the name of the 
Acting Quartermaster General. Naturally, his obed- 
ience was not all that was necessary. The work de- 
manded enthusiasm and the will power to continue that 
enthusiasm fortnight after fortnight as successive 
groups of newly commissioned officers were introduced 
to the Survey Course. 

It is still a pleasure for me to remember both the 
eager acceptance of this arduous task by Captain 
Atherton and the pleasure that that acceptance gave 
to General R. E. Wood and Mr. R. J. Thorne. 

As I write this brief account, in March, 1922, 
it seems rather absurd to think that any of us be- 
lieved that a two weeks' training course would be of 
practical benefit to those attending. Certainly, in 
these days of 1922 something has worn oft of that in- 
tensity of devotion and tremendous will power to 
serve that characterized the feverish days of 1918. 
Be that as it may, the two weeks' course, while, of 
course, very limited in time, did give the opportunity 
for Captain Atherton and his associates to summarize 
before the newly commissioned offijcers all of the sali- 
ent matters in which army organization and disci- 
pline necessarily differ from civilian organization and 
discipline. Too much credit can not be given to Cap- 
tain Atherton for the really remarkable manner in 
which he seized upon the points of difference and made 
them the basis of his lectures and laboratory work. 

It is for those who attended the Course to express 
the final judgement as to the effectiveness of the pro- 
gramme. Those of us who were in executive positions 
in the office of the Quartermaster General will find, 
I think, no difficulty in giving the Course and its re- 
sults our highest praise. The newly commissioned 
officers who came into our work after their two weeks 
at Camp Meigs were men altogether more serviceable 
than those who came to us directly from civilian life. 
In the crowded hours of our days during the Summer 
and Fall of 1918 all of us who were carrying executive 
responsibilities had but little time to look to the train- 
ing of our subordinates. Indeed, in many cases our 
subordinates were far more able men in their par- 
ticular lines of work than those of us who were in line 
of military authority over them. The two weeks' 
Course at Camp Meigs gave these experts a better ap- 
preciation for the need for line of authority and for 
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standards. Captain Atherton was to be congratulat- 
ed in 1918 and I still congratulate him upon his abili- 
ty to train men who are already great men in their 
chosen fields of civilian work. 

Briefly to summarize, it may be said that the cred- 
it for the inception of the Training plan must be giv- 
en to General R. E. Wood and Mr. R. J. Thome, that 
the credit for the programme of training must be giv- 
en to Captain Atherton and his associates at the Camp, 
and that much credit must be given to the command- 
ing officer at Camp Meigs, Colonel Daniel H. Gienty, 
for the splendid cooperation given the Course by all 
of the authorities at the Camp.

Once during its 
career, he gave up fifteen minutes 6t his highly charged time 
and came out to one of the open areas of the Munitions Build- 
ings to give a short talk to some two hundred officers and 
civilians of the Course. That was one time the men of the 
I. S. C. heard their big Chief and another was a never-to-be- 
forgotten evening at the Central High School when he with 
Mr. Thome and others spoke to an immense audience. The 
writer recalls this latter evening as hotter than anything he 
ever has experienced in this world barring nothing; in fact, 
his opinion is that the comparison as to "The hinges of hell" 
may have arisen upon that special evening. Robert E. Wood, 
Vice President and General Merchandise Manager of Mont- 
gomery Ward and company, says in a letter of November 29« 
1921:

'This Course I consider a very important part of 
the Training Division which deserved much credit for 
the work it accomplished under trying circumstances. 
The General reputation of the camp for efficiency was 
well borne out in this piece of its work."

It was hard enough for old experienced men to 
keep track of the constant changes in the existing 
regulations as to proper procedure, but, when there 
was added to this the absolute ignorance of these 
regulations, it is easy to see what a task the Intro- 
ductory Survey Course had laid out for it when it 
undertook the instruction of officers commissioned 
from civilian life." 
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"Receiving recruits from all over the country and 
from various branches of activity. Camp Meigs took 
them all and in spite of constantly changing personnel 
both in those being trained and those doing the train- 
ing, built up an organization of which the Quarter- 
master Corps may well be proud." 

"It might be easy enough to train a Laundry 
Unit or a Shoe-Fitting Unit to perform its respective 
duties, the men presumably already being acquainted 
with the requirements but it is no easy task to take 
men designed to be in charge of such various activities 
as Refrigeration Plant Companies, Mechanical Repair 
Shop Units, Motor Truck Companies and give each 
one the necessary instruction to make him a well in- 
formed officer, capable of the administration of his par- 
ticular branch of service." 

"The Training Division, not formed until almost 
the middle of 1918, was just getting a good start when 
the war ended. Had it continued. Camp Meigs would 
probably become more of a training camp for commis- 
sioned men, and I feel sure that the Introductory Sur- 
vey Course would have continued to play an important 
part in the work of the camp." 



No more efficient man worked in the Army than its Di- 
rector of Finance, Brigadier General Herbert M. Liord, and 
at the same time he always could find in his over-filled days 
to do kind acts; to write kind letters and to say a multitude 
of kind things to those who worked with and under him. 
The writer had one of these kindly disposed letters from 
General Lord as the Course closed which he retains and al- 
ways will retain because of the simple directness with which 
its writer thanked the one to whom it was sent for doing his 
duty as well as he knew how. 

General Lord writes, April 2, 1921, as follows: 

"In the early days of the war, it was necessary to 
call into the service, men from civil life to serve in 
various important capacities as procuring officers and 
finance officers, who without previous experience 
in Army methods, were called upon to fill positions of 
the greatest responsibility, involving the procurement 
of supplies in enormous quantities and of all classes and 
descriptions, and calling for the expenditure under war 
conditions of billions of dollars of Government money." 

"There was no time for elaborate preparation and 
for extensive training but to meet the emergency need 
there was Instituted a school at Campi Meigs, Washing- 
ton, D. C, designed to give these emergency ofBiicers 
called into the service a short and intensive course of 
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training In the most Important matters relating to sup- 
ply and finance. This school at Camp Meigs operated 
from July 5, 1918, to November 28, 1918, and during 
most if not all that time Captain Lewis Atherton was 
the supervisor in charge." 

"The writer during that period was in charge of 
the finances of the Quartermaster Corp and can testify 
most feelingly and appreciatively to the splendid work 
of the Camp Meigs school in giving finance officers 
something of the training that they needed. It was 
constructive work of the highest character resulting in 
the increased efficiency of operation and the saving of 
the Government's time and of the Government's money 
in amount that it would be difficult to over-estimate." 

"I am very glad to have opportunity to give great- 
ful testimony to the excellence of the 'Introductory Sur- 
vey Course', and to the efficiency of Captain Atherton 
and his assistants who were responsible in large meas- 
ure for the admirable result achieved." 



To one man in Camp Meigs the Supervisor of the In- 
troductory Survey Course owes a debt of gratitude that he 
never hopes to be able to repay. It is good to feel toward 
some men that you would like to see them often; to confer 
with them much, and wherever possible, to do them some 
kindness. And from its Sup*ervisor to the last man enrolling, 
very, very many of the I. S. C. men feel Just that way toward 
our old-time Commanding Officer. All hail and all respect 

to Colonel Daniel H. Gienty! From the time the Course was 
planned Colonel Gienty was the friend of the Course and the 
friend of each man who showed anything like a desire to do 
his best in the work of the Course. It must have been a 
sore trial to his Regular Army Standards to have unloaded 
into his Camp the raw, untrained, unacquainted-with-the- 
Army procedure, but very enthusiastic National Army officers, 
making up a large portion of the men of the Course. They 
did try him but for all that his heart was always with us. 
The writer does not want to quote all Colonel's letter in reply 
to one asking him for a little "Statement" regarding the work 
of the Course, but, it is so characteristic of the great' hearted- 
ness of the man we all know and loved that it is reproduced 
in full. 






Washington, September 22, 1921. 
Dear Captain Atherton: 

Your letter of the 15th followed me here. I'm very 
glad you wrote me, for I value your friendship highly 
and hope to hear from you always. 
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"I called to see you before leaving Chicago and was 
sorry not to find you in. And made another attempt 
with the same result. 

"I gladly send you a word of my appreciation of 
your work at Camp Meigs, which you may put in any 
form you wish over my name. I consider your school 
work at Camp Meigs one of the very best things done 
there. And it helped to put Camp Meigs on the map. 
It was a monument of your efficiency and highly ap> 
predated by the War Department. The Secretary 
of War spoke to me several times about the splendid 
work you were doing and results accomplished. And 
the student officers themselves seemed to take p^leasure 
in acknowledging the benefits derived from your in- 
structions. '

Possibly the editor is laying himself open to the criticism 
of blowing too loudly his own trumpet in making these quota- 
tions from letters written by those doing the work. How- 
ever, he figures that he might as well let them ride as they 
have come unsolicited from those passing through the work 
of the Course. The work done in and the reputation earned 
by the Introductory Survey Course was a composite of the 
efforts put forth by each one of you and these opinions 
quoted are rather a tribute to the character of the men who 
who had planned the gathering and made our arrangements 
leaders. 

It has been a pleasure to go over the files and pick out 
the opinions, with the exception of the two given rather early 
in the list. These have a decided merit in that they express 
the feeling of their authors. As such I am mighty glad to 
have them for I respect the frank expression of a man's 
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opinions no matter how far they may differ from my own. 
If either had come from any one of a dozen men, I should not 
have wondered thereat, but, these two men were fairly close 
to me and I had thought were reasonably sold on the merit 
of the work. 

I am struck with the idea voiced again and again that 
the acquaintances made in the two weeks of the Course was 
one of the strong features of the time spent. I recall one 
afternoon Just before I was to be discharged, that I wanted 
to secure certain Liberty Bonds which had been purchased on 
the installment plan, an allotment being made from my salary 
each month for the purpose of paying for them. I went 
over to a unit of the Department of Finance and asked the in- 
formation clerk whom to see and how long it would take to 
get the bonds. She answered, "Lieutenant Ranch has charge 
of them and it will take about four days." I went to our 
good friend Ranch's desk and the bonds were in my possession 
within fifteen minutes. This was probably rather of an ex- 
treme illustration of what happened to everyone of you who 
got into the work at the Munitions building. In every Di- 
vision, in a majority of the Branches, and in a good many of 
the Sections there were men whom you knew. You had sat 
in with them at the work of the Course, had eaten at mess 
with them and had drilled in company with them. You 
wanted something from this or that Section; you went to 
their particular location and you saw a familiar face and 
half the battle was won and a good bit of time was saved, 
unless you stopped to fan a bit over the days at Camp. 

Another point stressed by several of these writers is the 
knowledge gained of the organization of P. S. ft T. and how 
the several units tied in together. This relation was con- 
stantly changing, but, the general system remained very much 
the same so that the plan as a whole was valuable, even if 
the details true this week were untrue next. It would have 
been worth three men's time to keep the details of organiza- 
tion right down to the minute. We confessed to being a week 
behind actual conditions and now we believe that a month 
might have been nearer correct. However, it undoubtedly 
was better to have knowledge a day or a week or even a 
month old than not to have it at all. 

It seems to the writer unusual that so few of the men 
mention the interest and value of the Army tests. To him 
these tests were intensely interesting and mighty valuable. 
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There is not a doubt that something of their kind will be in 
use in every progressive school and in a majority of the first 
class industrial concerns over the country within the next 
ten years. One of the remarkable things about the Army in 
the recent war was the degree to which the capabilities of 
the men, especially of the enlisted men, were determined and 
tabulated. One evening during the time we were at Meigs, a 
call came from the Army Reserve Depot at Columbus, Ohio, 
for fifty plumbers and steam fitters. The call came about 
seven o'clock. The personal record cards were gotten out 
and six officers put at work getting out cards of men of the 
right experience and a force of clerks and messengers assigned 
to the task of lining up the men whose cards were selected. 
At eight-thirty upwards of one hundred enlisted men with 
thorough experience were lined up at headquarters and at 
midnight the required number took the train for Columbus. 
These psychological tests we handled, look toward a knowl- 
edge of the mental side of men as the cards mentioned re- 
corded the experience and training of each man in the various 
units of the Camp. As we went through the work of these 
tests, each alternate Wednesday, we were at pioneer outposts 
in the march of educational progress. 

It is hoped that this Chapter will interest you. Again 
the editor expresses a fear that you may feel there is too 
much about himself and too little about the Course, but he 
is going to let the material ride with the hope that the same 
confidence you have expressed in him by sending checks for 
the full payment for the book before a letter of type has been 
set, may lead you to exonerate him from any desire to sound 
his own horn. With this hope and trust, let the matter close.

We felt keenly the absence of two: Mr. Convers Goddard 
who had planned the gathering and made our arrangements 
with the C. A. A.; and Mr. George E. Frazer responsible for 
the establishing of the I. S. C. and always in the immediate 
background of its workings. Both were detained by matters 
which were out of their control and we missed them sadly. 
On the other hand we were glad to have with us Captain 
Gerald P. Fitzgerald of Milwaukee who made a business trip 
dovetail with his desire to break bread with us. 

The gathering was a bit formal at first. Four of our 
number being lawyers it behooved us to mark well our goings 
but right shortly the questions about this that and the other 
comrade were flying fast. In fact at one time six of the 
eleven were talking at once. No formal speeches were made, 
which was a thought unfortunate as we had with us in Cap- 
tain S. DeWitt Clough one of the original three of the Course 
and one who has stood by it thru thick and thin. It was 
the writer's privilege to say a little about the "Book" and 
its progress and assure those present of his keen and lasting 
interest in all men of the Course. Those present voted a 
word of comfort, confidence and good cheer for their one-time 
Supervisor in his effort to get together the material for our 
book and authorized him to convey the good wishes of the 
Chicago group to those of New York and Washington where 
meetings are to be held soon.

I feel that I speak the sentiment of all 
when I say that Mr. Christian's kindness in this matter has 
placed me in a very pleasing debt to him for many days to come.

To do full Justice to this occasion is beyond my limita- 
tions both of ability and space.
